THE CITY COUNCIL ACTS ON THAT OF 
TREASURER-ELECT KIOLBASSA. 


An Attempt Made to Have the Bonds of 
the Banks Approved First—The Ordi- 
mance in the Way~—A Claim That He 
Can Now Deposit the Money Where He 
Pleases—Men Who Are on the Bond— 
Mr. Kiolbassa Explains the Difficulty 


He Had in Getting Bondsmen. 4 
of the. 


Mayor Washburne called the meeting 
Council to order and then called on Ald. O'Neill 
to preside while the approval of the bondsof 
his appointees and other officials were being 
considered. 

The bond of Treasurer-elect Kiolbassa was 
approved by the Council after a sharp debate 
last night, and the bonds of the banks desig- 
nated by ordinance as the depositories of the 
city funds were taken up and actaon on them 
postponed. : 

This, Mr. Kiolbassa’s friends declare, will 
leave him free to choose such banks as he 
may see fit, as the funds will *be turned over 
to him before the bonds can be approved, and 
after the money is in his possession the Coun- 
cil cannot dictate where it shall be deposited. 
lf this view be the correct one the banks 
named will not be likely to see much of the 
city’s money, as Mr. Kiolbassa is incensed be- 
cause they would not go on his bond.

HOW CAN CONSUMPTION BE PREVENTED! 


Delegates to the State Boards of Health 
Conference Discuss the Question, 

Wasurneton, D. C., May 4.—The National 
Conference of State Boards of Health began 
its session today at the Ebbitt House. The 
meeting Saturday discussed the question of 
contagion and quarantine in Southern ports. 

Dr. J. M. McCormack of Kentucky, the 
President, announced the paper of the day as 
from Kentucky, proposed by the State Board 
of Health, What Should State and Local 
Boards of Health Teach and What Should 
They Do to Prevent Consumption?” 

The paper showed the contagiousness of 
tuberculosis, its increase in direct proportion 
to age, and the liability of infection from 
animals, It suggested as treatment sanitary 
supervision, prevention of overcrowding. and 
regulation of climate if possible. Educate 
the people as to what tuberculosis was. It 
was spreading among negroes, because in in- 
dependence they are not so well housed and 
fed as in slavery. 

A committee of three was appointed to de- 
cide on the best system of river conservancy, 
and to advise with State and local boards of 
health about such legislation as may be 
deemed necessary. The officers elected were: 
President, Dr. J. N. McCormack, Kentucky; 
Secretary, Dr. C. O. Probst of Ohio; Treas- 
urer, Dr. Henry B. Baker of Michigan. 

The date of the next annual meeting was 
left to the council.

DI RUDINI IS MISTAKEN. 


Secretary Blaine Corrects Some of the Ital- 
: ian Primier’s Misstate.nents. 
Wasuinoton, D. C., May 4.—The following 

dispatch was sent by Secretary Blaine today: 

DerARTMENT oF Strate, Wasninoron, D. C., 
May 4, 1891.—-Porter, American Minister, Rome: 
A series of statements addressed to the Marquis 
Imperiali by the Marquis Rudini was telegraphed 
from Rome yesterday and was published by the 
press of the United States today. The only part 
of the Marquis Rudini's communication which 
this government desires to notice is the one here 
quoted—namely : 

“T have now before me a note addressed to you 
by Secretary Blaine, April 14. Its perusal pro- 
duces a most painful impression upon me. I will 
not stop to lay stress upon the lack of conformity 
with dipiomatic usages displayed in making use, 
as Mr. Blaine did not hesitate to do, of a portion 
of a telegram of mine communicated to him in 
strict confidence in order to get rid of a question 
clearly defined wk our — documents, which 
alone possess diplomatic value.” 

The telegram of March 14, concerning whose 
public use the Marquis Rudini complains, is the 
following, which was quoted in full in my note of 
April 14 to Marquis Imperiali, charge of Italy, at 
this capital: 

“ Rome, March 24.—Italian Minister, Washing- 
ton: Our requests to the Federal Government are 
simple. Some Italian subjects acquitted by the 
American magistrates have been murdered in 
prison while under the immediate protection of 
the authorities. Our right therefore to demand 
and obtain the punishment of the murderers 
and an indemnity for the victims is unquestion+- 
ble. I wish to add that the publio opinion in lt aly 
is justly impatient, and if concrete provisions 
were not at once taken I should find myself in the 
painful necessity of showing openly our dissatis- 
faction by recalling the Minister of his Majesty 
from a country where he is unable to obtain 
justice.

The roll of the wards was called for the pre- 
sentation of orders and petitions and the Coun- 
cil then adjourned. 

Kiolbassa’s Plans. 

By the action of the Council in delaying 
consideration of the bonds of the banks 
named in the ordinance of March 23 as de- 
positories of the city’s funds Treasurer Kiol- 
bassa will claim that the ordinance is nullified 
and that he can place the funds in any banks 
he may select.“ 

Treasurer Kiolbassa, said his attorney, 
Levy Mayer, will have time to ‘take hold of 
his office and the city funds will be turned 
over to him. No action can then be taken by 
the Council directing the disposition he 
must make of those funds; the statute forbids 
it. Treasurer Kiolbassa will claim the right 
to name the banks in which he shall deposit 
the funds, always paying the interest to the 
city. And considering the way these banks 
treated him no one can object to his position. 
They not only refused to goon his bond but 
prevented other banks from doing it. 

Ald. Kent, who led thie fight for the ap- 
proval of the bank bonds, admitted the 
strength of the Treasurer’s position. 

That result was what I was afraid of all along, 
but I did not want to direct attention to that 
phase of the question too strongly,“ he said, 
Land when the motion to adjourn for further 
consideration was put I knew we were beaten. 
The only assurance we have now that the city 
will get the interest on the funds is Treasurer 
Kiolbassa’s promise. 

The six banks designated in the ordinance, 
each of which had a fund of $2,500,000 in the 
hands of the clerks, were the Chicago Nation- 
al Bank, Metropolitan National Bank, Nation- 
al Bank of Illinois, Atlas National Bank, Fort 
Dearborn National Bank, and Corn Exchange 
Bank. The first four named have control of 
all the funds at present. 


TO SURVEY PAN-AMERICAN RAILWAY. 


Arrival of the United States Government 
Engineers at Panama. 

Panama, April 25.—The Pan-American rail- 
road engineers sent out by the United States 
Government arrived on the isthmus by the 
Newport and have left for Quito, whence they 
will commence operations towards the north. 
It is expected two years will be required to 
com plete the preliminary surveys. 

Sefior Ricardo R. Romero, the General

The Largest Acre Transaction in the His- 
tory of Chicago. 

The sale of the Morgan tract was closed 
yesterday. The deedsto 480 acres of land 
passed from George W. Henry and James H. 
Campbell to Louis F. Menage of Minneapo- 
lis. The consideration in the transaction was 
$960,000. Improved Minneapolis property 
valued at $300,000 is taken as part of the first 
payment of $510,000. 

This property was placed under contract by 

James E. McElroy & Co. over a month ago. 
The sale is of special interest from the fact 
that the land sold is a well-known property 
and that it is the largest acre transaction in 
the history of Chicago real estate. A full de- 
scriptiop of the land sold was given by Tux 
Turnus at the time it was placed under con- 
tract. 
The Morgan tract isa part of the original 
Morgan farm. The main body of the tract 
contains 400 acres and lies between One Hun- 
dred: and Nineteenth and One Hundred and 
Twenty-third streets and Center and Went- 
worth avenues.

Chicago Presbyterians Don’t Favor the 
General Assembly’s Proposals. 

The Chicago Presbytery met at the Second 
Presbyterian Church to consider 
what answer it would send to the general con- 
ference in the matter of an overture presented 
by that body early in March. The overture in 
point proposes radical changes in the mode of 
amending the denominational constitution, and 
a committee consisting of the Rev. Dr. R. W. 
Patterson, the Rev. J. G. K. McClure, Elder 
G. C. Burton, the Rev. D. C. Marquis, and Elder 
H. C. Penfield was appointed to make a re- 
port upon the questions involved. The first 
submission of overture was that amend- 
ments to the constitution desjgned to effect 

in the form of government, polity, 
discipline, and directory of worship cou 
be passed by a majority of the presbyteries 
represented in a general assembly. is was 
objected to on the ground that it might be 
pogsible under some circumstances to make 
vital o in the constitution without the 
consent of a wang | ofthe members of the 
church—especially if comparatively few pres- 
byteries should happen to be represen at 


second point submitted was that 
ehanges in the catechisms or in the confession 
of faith should be made by an affirmative vote

The reasons advanced were that the 
first provision’ was likely to be unjust; and 
the second contemplated a centralization of 
power in the hands of the general assembly 
to the disadvantage of the presbyteries and to 
the church.

White people have been trying to wipe out 
the color line for years, but it has come to be 
the privilege of the colored folks of Chicago 
to make the opening attack on race discrim- 
ination. The fitst patient of the new Provi- 
dent Hospital will be an Irishman. 

Before last night the colored people had no 
place here where they could send their sick 
ones to be built up by doctors of their own 
race and where young colored women could 
be trained for nurses. The other hospitals 
may pretend to receive all the sick and the 
maimed that come to them, but dark patients 
and white nurses have never been found 
who will establish themselves on terms 
of mutual good-will. Knowing this 
Dr. Daniel H. Williams, the oldest 
colored medical man in Chicago, conceived 
the idea of starting a hospital for his race sev- 
eral years ago. It was originally intended 
exclusively for the colored, but out of the idea 
has grown the Provident Hospital, which has 
taken down the barriers and will admit every 
one who has a claim to the attention of a phy- 
sician. 3 

The hospital is in the three-story brick 
buuding at the southwest corner of Dearborn 
and Twenty-ninth streets. It was opened last 
night with singing and speeches, and the cozy 
rooms for the patients were examined by a 
crowd that made difficult any attempt to move 
rapidly from place to place. Nearly all the 
prominent colored people of the city were 
present during the evening. 

The opening address was délivered by Dr. 
J. T. Jenifer of Quinn’s Chapel, who called 
special attention to the fact that the color

THE DELIRIOUS DREAMS OF THE SHIP-/ 
CANALERS. |. 
The News attacked the amendments to the 
Sanitary District act proposed by the Trustees. 


News to explain, if it could, why so deep a 
rock cut and 600,000 cubic feet of water were 
needed for purposes of sanitation and how 
that quantity of water was to be drawn 
The News says in 


reply: 


Without evident intention, but by the logic of a 
like statement of demonstrated 


clear, business- 
facts, Mr. Williams’ article impales the Prender- 


dilemma from which there is no escape. 

These are Mr. Williams’ answers to the in- 
quiry why 250,000 cubic feet of water per min- 
ute flowing through a channel with a much 
less depth of water than eighteen feet did not 
furnish a sufficient dilution for Chicago sew- 
age: 

1. Alake harbor will not do; shipping must 
mainly be kept in the rear of the city and not 


can be deepened to 24 feet—and much wider in its 
main channel than the Chicago River must be 
provided. 

%. Such a harbor cannot be furnished by the 
Chicago River because of tunnels and buildings, 
which will not admit of widening and deepening 
within the heart of the city, but also because the 
down-town bridges must be closed. 

4. The cheapest way to furnish such a harbor, 
even if it all had to be constructed from the be- 
ginning, is to dredge channels through the low 
grounds west of the city, rather than to build 
breakwaters and docks on the Lake-Front. 


Thus it appears that Mr. Williams and his 
associates are not thinking about the sanitary 
object of the law, which ia the preservation of 
the Chicago water supply from pollution, but 
about lake commerce, new harbors, perma- 
nent bridges, a series of commercial water- 
ways, the closing of the Chicago River en- 
trance, the filling up of that stream from its 
mouth to Market street, and its sale tor build- 
ing lote—without so much as asking the per- 
mission of the Federal Government or abut- 
ting property-owners. ° 

Was there ever such midsummer madness? 
All these things are to be done under the shel- 
ter and pretext of a law which the Supreme 
Court has he'd to be constitutional only be 
cause it provides for sanitation. Even if the 
Drainage Board were made up of Williams, 
Cooley, Hurd, Guthrie, Dr. Reilly, Means, 
Sanford, and afew other cranks it could not 
carry out this Williams scheme or any part of 
it. When they made their first move toward 
creating new lake ports and canals for naviga- 
tion, the potent writ of injunction in the hands 
of some taxpayer, would bring them up with 
around turn. No Sanitary Drainage Board 
can stand a pyramid on its apex, or spend a 
hundred of millions of taxes on navigation 
and “commerce” under a sanitation-pure 
water act, Is there a harbor problem to be 
met, as Mr. Williams says? But there is also a 
smoke nuisance problem to be met. The Sani- 
tary Trustees have just as much authority to 
settle one problem as they have the other 
under the taxing power given them. 

This Williams screed is put forward as the 
authorized statement of the plans of the News 
and the valley naviyation cranks. Itis well 
that they have divulged their crazy scheme. 
The people can see now just what they are 
driving at, and how many tens of millions of | 
taxes they propose to saddle on the people, 
and why they are assailing the Trustees. They 
care nothing for pure water. They are emu- 
lous of the fame of De Lesseps. Like him they 
wish to begin on a colossal work and bank- 
rupt the city before it, like his scheme, is one- 
quarter completed. The Trustees must stick 
closely to the purpose of the act—viz. : sanita- 
tion—the keeping of the sewage of the city 
out of its drinking water—and leave to some 
other agencies those fantastic schemes of ship 
canals across Lake View and Jefferson on the 
north and Hyde Park and Lake on the south. 


FUTURE WHEAT SUPPLY. 

The partial failure of the wheat crop of the 
United States last year and the belief that the 
crop of Europe at the coming harvest will be 
a small one have revived the question whether 
the world’s supply of wheat will always be 
equal to the demand for consumption. At has 
even been claimed that not many years in the 
future the United States will not raise enough 
of the cereal for the wants of its own people, 
and will therefore become a buyer instead of 
A seller in the wheat markets of the world. 
But this is not likely to happen for one or 
more centuries to come. 

The subject of the world’s wheat supply, 
however, is a most important one and well 
worthy of careful study. Noone can doubt 
that the human inhabitants of the giobe are 
rapidly increasing in numbers as a conse- 
quence of improved sanitation and the prac- 
tical cessation of war. Europe has about 
doubied its population since the battle of 
Waterloo stopped the slaughter of men and 
removed the check on marriage. It is now 
increasing at the rate of about 35,000,000 in a 
decade, the present total bemg close to 380,- 
000,000, and its consumption of wheat and rye 
is augmenting in even greater ratio, as the 
people are becomimg better able to buy and 
eat cereal food. Russia is increasing its num- 
ber of mouths faster than any other part of- 
Europe, having in the last decade added 15, 
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season shows how easy it is to clean up a sur- 
abundant

There can be no doubt that the present 200,- 
000,000 bushels of annual wheat deficit in 
Western Europe (40,000,000 barrels of flour) 
is bound to exhibit a steady increase of tully 
10 per cent in this decade, and the fact should 
‘not be without its influence in determining the 
price of grain in this part of the world. It 
does not seem extravagant to estimate that a 
dollar per bushel will be the minimum aver- 
‘age of the coming ten years in the Chicago, 
Milwaukee, Duluth, Minneapolis, and St. 
Louis markets, If some crops should sell for 
less than that the decline is likely to be com 
pensated by an average of $1.25 for some 
some other seasons, which means $6 for flour. 
After that what? Will the larger demand 
stimulate to improved methods as well asa 
widely extended culture, or must wheat in the 
next century become a high-priced luxury? 


ITALY’S FINAL STATEMENT. 

The Italian Green-Book on the New Orleans 
lynching cases contains the final dispatch of 
the Marquis Rudini to the Marquis Imperiali. 
In this dispatch the Italian Premier surren- 
ders his claims so far as personal assertion is 
concerned and leaves his case with the public, 
closing, however, with these words: We 
have affirmed and we again affirm our first 
right. The “ first right is a demand that the 
United States Government shall secure the 
punishinent of the lynchers, which it cannot 
do, and shall make indemnity to the widows 
and orphans of the Italians subjects who were 
assassinated, which it will not do, unless the 
Italian Government should produce moresub- 
stantial seasons for such a course than it has 
yet offered. 

So far as the American public is concerned 
it has had enough of this business. It has no 
sympathy with the pother the Italian Govern- 
ment has made over the scoundrels who were 
killed because they were cowardly assassins 
and over naturalized Italians concerned with 
them, with whom that governinent has noth- 
ing to do. So far as the other two are con- 
cerned the Italian Government ought to be 
glad to get rid of such wretehes, who had dis- 
honored its name. It insists upon payment 
of money as an indemnity for their worthless 
lives. Is it the custom of that govern- 
ment, when it has executed or shot 
down these Mafia cutthroats, to pay 
an indemnity to their widows and 
orphans? If so, then it is offering a premium 
for murder and publicly rewarding crime. It 
would be better engaged in holding up the 
victims as a warning example to these same 
orphans and as an object lesson testifying to 
the dangers of adopting murder as a pro- 
fession. Italy should understand that this is 
the way in which all its citizens who come 
here to practice assassination asa business 
will be treated, andif it doesn’t like this 
American way of dealing with such pests then 
it should keep them at home to pursue their 
bloody calling under its blue skies. Ameri- 
cans are not used to such brutal business and 
will always take the shortest and most ¢ffect- 
ive steps to rid themselves of it. 

There has been alittle too much of this 
organ-grinder and monkey business for Ameri- 
can patience. They must play some other 
kind of tunes. It will be useless hereafter for 
the Marquis Rudinito perform the monkey 
act of going round with his cup to collect pay 
for tunes of this sanguinary sort ground out 
by Italy. It is a public nuisance, and if the 
American people had their way they would 
send back all organ-grinders of this kind to 
their native land, where they can kill to their 
hearts’ content. This is about the sentiment 
of the American public. It is tired of the 
monkey and it is tired of the tunes for which it 
insolently presents its cup. 


A PREPOSTEROUS DEMAND. 

The News says that up to a comparatively 
short time ago Judge Prendergast favored a 
“waterway,” while now he does not, and 
seems to think of little beyond the object of 
the Drainage act—sanitation and pure water. 


It calls him a “ weathercock” and asks for 


an explanation of this “remarkable somer- 
set. The explanation is an easy one. 
Judge Prendergast is a sensible man who is 
not too old to learn. When he became a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees and began to 
study the subject carefully he found out that 
his old ideas were impracticable; that it was 
financially impossible and also unconstitu- 
tional to saddle a grand waterway” scheme 
on a law made for the prevention of the pollu- 
tion of Chicago drinking water. He differs 
from the “ authorities” on whom the News 
relies, who have not the brains to see their 
blunders, and have not the honesty to own up 
to them if they should see them. Judge 
Prendergast has found nobody wise enough 
to tell him how 600,000 cubic feet of water 
can be got from the lake the South 
Branch of the Chicago River or through any 
other channel within the means and authority 
of the Sanitary Drainage Commission to 
build. Neither can he see what good it would 
do to create a current down the Illinois River 
between Joliet and Utica when there is a fall 
of eighty feet in less than fifty-five miles. No 
loaded boat could stem such a current, and 
on the bars the water in the channel would 
not be over two feet deep. He sees that the 
600,000 cubic feet demand is preposterous. 


HOW TO REVIVE AMERICAN COMMERCE. 

President Harrison sai in his remarks at 
San Francisco last week: We have come to 
“a point where American industries, Ameri- 
“can commerce, and American influence are 
to be revived and extended.” 

How is this to be done for American com- 
merce? Look at Mexico and see. In 1883 
the total imports of that conntry were 


‘| $85,000,000, of which $7,900,000, or 23 per 


cent, came from its nearest neighbor, the 
United States. In 1889 out-of $40,000,000 
worth of imports $22,669,000, or 56 per cent, 
came from the United States and less than 16 
per cent from England, which in other years 
took a million dollars’ worth more of cotton 
goods from the United States than from En- 


What made this change? Nothing but im- 
proved facilities of communication. In 1880 
the extension of the American railway system 
into Mexico began, The result has been the 
capture of more 
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of price-reduoing surpluses, The President 
and Mr. Blaine are working in perfect har- 
mony. That they are doing so disguste the 
discredited chumps of last November, but it 
is the salvation of the Republican party, 
which those chuinps came so near everlasting- 
ly wrecking. 


THE VALLEY DEMANDS. 

The fundamental requirement of the Illinois 
Sanitary Drainage law is a sewage dilution of 
200 cubic feet of water per minute for each 
1,000 persons in the district, being at the rate 
of one cubic foot per minute, night and day, 
for each family of five persons. That is a 
supply of 288 cubic feet of water daily for 
every man, woman, and child in the city, the 
same being equal to 2,154 gallons or seventy- 
seven barrels as the amount theoretically 
needed to reduce the sewage of the person of 
average habits. And 900,000 cubic feet per 
minute would give this rate of dilution for an 
assemblage of 1,500,000 people. The quantity 
named is enormous, unnecessary, and far in 
excess of that required for any other city in 
the world, 

Why, then, was such an. excessive dilution 
decided upon for the Chicago district, to be 
paid for solely by the inhabitants of this city? 
It was not needed for sanitary purposes, but 
insisted on by the valley kickers because 
they wanted to have a “ship canal,” with 
eighteen feet depth of water, built for them 
by the people of Chicago. The motive was not 
one for sanitation, but simply a determina- 
tion by the “ kickers ’”’ that they must be fur- 
nished with a ship canal to pass deep-draught 
lake propellers from lake ports of this and 


other States through the South Branch of the 


Chicago River to Joliet, La Salle, Morris, Pe- 
oria, and other points on the Illinois River to 
St. Louis. They never stopped to think that 
ever 600.000 cubic feet of water flowing be- 
tween Joliet and La Salle would furnish no 
commercial navigation over this sixty miles 
because of the declivity of the stream. The 
fall in that distance exceeds eighty feet, or an 
average of sixteen inches to the mile, which 
would cause too rapid a current for loaded 
steamers to beat up against. Besides, with a 
fall of sixteen inches per mile on the average, 
600,000 cubic feet Vould give only eighteen to 
twenty-four inches of channel depth on the 
faster portions of the river’s flow. But if the 
Federal Government were persuaded to build 
a series of locks and dams on those rapids— 
adozen or more between Joliet and La Salle 
to create back wüter and slack water—a dis- 
charge of 600,000 cubic feet of water from the 
lake would perpetually flood the valley; caus- 
ing damages amounting to many millions of 
dollars, and when the freshets of the Upper 
Desplaines, the Fox, and the Kankakee added 
their floods the whole valley would be buried 
under the overflow, and the towns would be 
inundated as well as the fatms. No system of 
locks and dams can be built in the river be- 
tween La Salle and Joliet ifthe discharge from 
Lake Michigan of, 600,000 cubic feet a minute 
is ever produced, | 


Tun opponents of the Lottery amendment 
in Louisiane already are organizing their 
forces and laying out the plan of campaign for 
the great contest of next spring. The Farm- 
ers’ Alliance all over the State has taken an 
uncompromising stand against the lottery 
gamblers and will maintain it.

Cheering assur- 
ances are constantly being received that the op- 
position to turning Louisiana into one great keno 
bank is as active and determined as ever. No 
thought of offering only a passive resistance to 
the march of corruption is entertained. But a 
firm determination to meet this raid of the knights 
of the green cloth at the outset of their march 
against the liberties of the people and beat them 
back to the foul den from which they issued is the 
fixed purpose of the true sons of Louisiana, from 
which nothing can turn them. 

The anti-lottery. people will have another 
strong ally in the moral sentiment of the peo- 
ple of this country. They can rely upon help 
to any extent in beating down the lottery 
gamblers and squeiching their vile conspiracy 
to obtain a new foothold in Louisiana.

RAVAGES OF SMALL-POX. 


The Scourge Inflicting Terrible Misery in 
Africa—Help Needed from the Whites. 

Small-pox is extending rapidly over Central 
Africa. According to all reports the natives 
attacked by this disease and destitute of med- 
ical knowledge are perishing in large num- 
bers from the Congo to Abyssinia. Along the 
coasts, as far as white influence extends, vac- 
cination has been introduced with good re- 
sults. It has been found, however, difficult to 
introduce vaccination among the natives of 
Central Africa, not on aceount of opposition 
from the people, but because the high tem- 
perature and humidity destroy the potent 
qualities of vaccine matter. The latest testi- 
mony on this point comes from Europeans in 
the service of King Menelek of Abyssinia. 
They say the mortality among the Gallas and 
in Shoa is large and that it seems impossible 
to keep vaccine so as to preserve its virulence. 

The editor of fo Wy om and Dr. Eternod of 
Geneva, Switzer! ave been engaged in 
experiments to determine how vaccine matter 
may be sent to Africa, so as to preserve its po- 
tent qualities. The only conclusion they seem 
to have reached is that it will be 83 to 
introduce the cultivation of vaccine into Afri- 
ca. They suggest that cows, goats, or other 
animals be infected with the virus in the coast 
regions and then introduced into inner Africa, 
where they be maintained for the production 
of vaccine, and the supply be kept up from 
generation to generation. In their opinion 
the governments which have interests in 
Africa should at once provide for the introduc- 
tion of this preventive in manner they 
specify. Otherwise they fear that small-pox 
will make greater and greater ravages, and 
will probably depopulate ime tates. 

The last expedition which Mr, Stanley led 
across Africa reported a great deal of small- 
pox in the interior. All the members of the 
expedition were vaccinated before they en- 
tered upon their long march, but there seems 
to be no record of any effort to introduce 
vaccination in the villages which they found 
afflicted with the disease. natives are in 
the utmost terror of smali-pox. As soon as 
one of their number is taken with the disease 
he is isoluted in a house erected for him, and 
is left there to die alone. His friends carry 
him food every day, i 2 within 4 cer- 
tain distance of the „ and, i | has 
strength, he crawls out to get the provisions.

NARROWING THE THEATER AISLES, 


Managers Showing a Disposition to Make 
the Most at the Seating Capacity. 

Some of the theaters show a disposition to 
make the most of their seating capacity even 
at the expense of the aisles.

NAPHTHA VAPOR DRUNKARDS. 


Parisian Girls Discover a New Agent of 
Semi-Intoxication, 

Pittsburg Dispatch: Wilmot J. Wycoff, a 
chemist of Dresden, who has lately been with 
an oil manufacturing: firm at Baku, Russia, 
has related to me an interesting circumstance 
in connection with the queer uses to which the 
products of petroleum are Decidedly the 
oddest use to which he ows it to be put 
came under his observation in Paris 
month. Mr, Wycoff stop there two weeks 
on his way to New York from Baku, and while 
there investigated a rumor thatthe girls em- 
ployed in a factory were inhaling the fumes of 
1 which they found to be a mild intox- 
icant. He satisfied himself that in one factory 
where naphtha was used largely it was by no 
means an uncommon practice. 

The naphtha is keptin reservoirs and is 
drawn off through pipes as it is wanted for use, 
By accident, perhaps, some of the female 
operatives made the discovery that the fumes 
from these reservoirs had a peculiar and pleas- 
ant effect upon them, and from this the initi- 
ated fell into the habit of going regularly to 
the valves and inhaling the fumes, *‘ 1 ventured 
upon the experiment myself,“ said Mr. Wycoff, 
“in orderto help along my investigations, 
and I am quite sure that if persisted m it 
would have the strange effect ascribed to it. I 
hunted up one of the girls who I was told 
would not hesitate to me all she knew 
about the alleged practice, 

** She was not over 18 years of age, bes 
bright and intelligent, and at one time 
been a nurse in a hospital. She had frequently 
witnessed the operation of etherizing a patient, 
and it is not ikely that she made the dis- 
covery concerning the naphtha fumes, and got 
the idea from ether or some such substance 
used in the sick room. She said the knowl- 
edge regarding the naplitha inebriation was 
not general among the girls in the factory, 
but probably a dozencongenial spirits knew 
of it and availed themselves of it quite regu- 
larly. One or two young men whom she 
knew factory were not above 
indulgi m the mild «= drunkenness. 
For herself she felt no ill effects 
from the habit, but she believed some of the 
more delicate girls had.

It is an imposing position, with light 
many prerogatives; but 
it is not a position in which any great public 
service has been done or any great reputation 
made for fifty years, except in the case of one 
man—Abraham Lincoln. Harrison and Tay- 
lor died before they had any opportunity for 
distinguishing themselves in civil life. Tyler, 
Polk, Fillmore, Pierce had little reputation 
to begin with, and failed to add to what they 
had. Buchanan was a man of prominence 
when he entered on his term in the Presidency 
and a man of no account when he left it. 
Lincoln had great opportunities, met them 
nobly, and achieved lasting fame. Johnson 
lost rather than gained in the Presidency ; and 
he had none too much to lose. Grant, by his 
fame as a soldier, gave 8 to the office 
and lost prestige as a man. In Hayes, Gar- 
field, Arthur, Clevelind, and Harrison the 
Presidency relapsed to the Tyler, Polk, Fill- 
more, and Pierce level. The death of Gar- 
field prevented any great achievement on his 
part, if he was capable of such an achieve- 
ment, and the others simply carried on the 
office with more or less commonplace ability. 
Not one of them accomplished anything 
worth talking about, though all became for a 
time, as the nature of .our politics requires, 
the subject of partisan of partisan 
criticism.
